Clinton A. Cashman, of East Berlin, 
today entered suit in Adams county 
courts, for 
$2,500 damages 
agr inst 
Michael L. 
Chronister, of 
Latimer a 
township, in an action for slander. 
Chronister entered a divorce suit 
against his wife, Mary Chronister, in 
the 
local courts 
on June 19, 
1922, 
charging her with a statutory offense, 
and named Cashman, as co-respondent. 


The present damage suit, however, 
arises from certain statements which 
Mr. Cashman alleges Mr. Chronister 
made to various citizens in this and 
other counties, thereby affecting his 
“good name, character and business 
integrity" in connection with the di­ 
vorce proceedings and similar charges 
against Mr. Cashman. 
Mr. Chronis- 
ter, it is alleged by the plaintiff in the 
slander suit, had made certain sland­ 
erous statements to the constable of 
Hamilton township and other citizens 
of East 
Berlin and the surrounding 
country, concerning Cashman’s alleged 
familiarity 
with Chronister’s 
wife. 
These statements reached the ears of 
Mr. Cashman and led to suit being in­

external parasites, than to find rem­ 
edies for their eradication." 
Mr. Christen then outlined com­ 
munity work programs for next year 
and urged the hog breeders to hold 
tours and shows, so that the breed­ 
ers may 
become acquainted 
with 
various 
methods used 
by different 
breeders. 
Mr. Christen closed his remarks 
to the farmers by stating that the 
primary object of hog breeders* asso­ 
ciations should be the raising of m ar­ 
ketable park and to secure this ob­ 
jective, carefully selected boars are 
a necessary part of the program. 
Following the meeting, an open dis­ 
cussion was held which lasted more 
than an 
hour when

answered numerous questions for hog 
breeders.

Real Effort Made in 188ft When En­ 


gine 
House And Silsby 
Steamer 


Were Purchased. 


The recent decision of the members 
of the Gettysburg Fire Company 
to 
start a fund for the purchase of a 
motor chemical apparatus, to use as 
an auxiliary to the large Boyd motor 
truck, has attracted considerable in­ 
terest to this local organization. In a 
history of the town of Gettysburg it 
appears that 
the first fire 
company 
was organized in this place 114 years 
ago, or 
in 1808. 
At that time, the 
history relates, 
the equipment 
was 
poor, but the 
men were natural 
fire 
fighters and succeeded in hanging up 
quite a record 
for efficiently 
extin­ 
guishing all conflagrations. 
However since that time, the town 
has grown much, 
and modern condi­ 
tions now enter into the battling of 
flames, which were not to be consid­ 
ered in those days. 
The-first frame 
engine house was erected in the year 
1809 and in 1832 an engine was pur­ 
chased, which was called “Guard” . In 
1886, however, the first real attempt 
to give the town 
fire protection was 
made. 
It was 
in that year that the 
brick engine 
house on East 
Middle 
street was erected aud the old Silsby 
steam engine was purchased. 
Again, a long period followed until 
the Boyd motor truck was purchased 
and now the firemen have a movement 
on foot to give the property owners of 
Gettysburg, the best protection known 
to modern inventive genius. With the 
purchase of the chemical truck, 
the 
next step in this direction will be tho 
installation of 
a modern alarm 
sys­ 
tem, so that the firemen will be noti­ 
fied of a conflagration, with the least 
possible loss of time. 
These things 
are a real benefit 
to the community, 
not only because the loss suffered by 
fire annually is made smaller, but be­ 
cause the fire underwriters recognize 
such improvements 
by making their 
rate for insurance less for a commun­ 
ity with such protection. 
A brief history of the Gettysburg 
Fire Company, which was written in 
1887, is given here in full: 
The council ordered fire companies 
to form as early as 1808. 
An engine 
was provided and an axe, bucket and 
hook and ladder companies were pro-

Some Growers Report Complete 
Failure While in Other Or­ 
chards, Crop is Good. 


According to reports from various 
sections of the county, the peach crop, 
the harvest of which has started, is 
spotted 
and 
in some 
sections, the 
crop is almost a total failure. 
Even 
in some orchards, there are sections 
where the yield is good, while in other 
portions of the same orchard, there 
are few peaches to be found. 
The 
heavy frosts in the spring are con­ 
sidered responsible for this condition. 


This condition is even worse over 
the Mason and Dixon line, as in Fred­ 
erick county it is said there will be no 
crop of peaches this year. 
The late 
frosts had completely wiped out the 
prospects for this season, in many 
sections of that county. 
However 
from Thurmont, on the Emmitsburg 
road to the State line, there are some 
farmers who report a fair yield of 
fruit and several expect a large crop 
this year. 


Word coming 
from the 
Loudoun 
county district in Virginia is more en­ 
couraging, 
The peach season there 
is just beginning and the yield is 
said to be an unusually largo one. 
The shipments of fruit are expected to 
be the largest in the history of that 
county.

vided for. 
The people 
of the place 
were naturally fire fighters. 
The ori­ 
ginal companies had but poor means 
or implements 
to fight fires success­ 
fully, but the people would rally upon 
the first alarm and with buckets con­ 
quer nearly every fire, and at least in 
every case save the adjoining 
pro­ 
perty. 
No residence was burned down 
for over eighty years after the found­ 
ing of the town. 
An inviting fact for 
fire insurance companies. 
The first engine house was built in 
1809. 
It was sold in 1830 for $12 and 
in 1832 the council ordered the build­ 
ing of a new one “to be 28 feet long, 
8 feet wide, 12 feet high in front and 
8 feet in the rear, to be weatherboard- 
ed, the boards to be planed and paint­ 
ed white, and the front lettered ‘En­ 
gine House’.” It was on 
the lot be­ 
tween Evan’s store and Widow Cham­ 
berlain’s 
lot. 
The 
engine 
called 
“Guard” was purchased July, 1832. 
In January 1886, an elegant Silsby 
steam fire engine was purchased, to­ 
gether with two new hose carts ar^l 
one thousand feet of hose, and an ef­ 
fective fire company organized with 
Captain Calvin Gilbert as chief fire 
marshall. 
A large and elegant brick 
engine house, covered with slate and a 
belfry in which hangs a 1300 pound 
fire bell, 
was completed 
in October 
1886, at an expense of between three 
and four thousand dollars. 
Besides room 
for the engine, 
hose 
reels and other equipment, the engine 
house has a lobby used for a reading 
room and in which the meetings of the 
company are held, a large 
firemen’s 
parlor and a room 
for meetings of 
town council. 
Attached to the build­ 
ing, in the rear is a frame hose tower, 
and in the rear of the building, the 
borough lockup, containing five cells. 
This is built of brick as is also the coal 
house attached to it.
